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CULTURAL PROGRESS OF OUR PEOPLE 


Before the People’s Revolution 
of 1921 Mongolia was an extremely 
backward coldnial country. It had 
no schools, hospitals or any cul- 
tural ‘institutions whatever. On 
the other hand, it had more than 
700 monasteries, which - were - the 
strongholds of feudalism and cen- 
ters of poisonous religious propa- 
ganda, 

During the 27 years of their free 
independent development our peo- 
ple, under the leadership of their 
People’s Revolutionary Party, the 
party of Sukhe-Bator and Choi- 
balsan, under the sage guidance of 
their tried leader and teacher 
Comrade Choibalsan and with the 
fraternal unselfish aid of their 
great neighbor and friend, the 
Soviet Union, have made great 
progress in all spheres of endeavor. 
Especially remarkable is the 
progress scored in the domain of 
culture. 

Here are some figures illustrat- 
ing the advances in public educa- 
tion, general enlightenment and 
health protection. In 1947 the 
Mongolian People’s Republic had 
435 elementary, junior secondary, 
secondary and special secondary 
schools; 390 clubs, libraries and 
reading rooms; 1,849 hospitals, and 


diverse médical points; 130 -mother 
and ‘child institutions—kindergar- 
tens, nurseries, medical  consulta- 


_ tion centers for mothers and_chil- 


dren, maternity departments at 
hospitals, obstetrical centers and 
milk kitchens; 12 sanatoriums and 
health resorts. None of these in- 
stitutions _ existed in our country 
prior to the People’s ' Revolu- 
tion. 

During the first five-year plan 
a new important step forward will 
be taken in the sphere of culture. 
Suffice it to say that by the end 
of 1952, the last year of the plan, 
the country will have an additional 
62 schools, 389 general enlighten- 
ment institutions, 1,496 medical 
institutions and 14 sanatoriums and 
health resorts. 

Illiteracy is to be completely 
eliminated in the course of the 
five-year period. This task is al- 
ready being successfully carried 
out. More than 100,000 people are 
studying jin literacy courses of 
which there are many thousands. 
The people are persistently learn- 
ing to read and write, enhancing 
their political knowledge and 
exerting all their efforts to fulfill 
and overfulfill the five-year plan. 
The higher and secondary schools 


of our country-will:be.turning out 

smore:and more skilled . personnel 
for work-in the national , economy 
and in the field of culture During 
the five-year plan period, 4,250 
specialists will be turned out by 
secondary schools training profes- 
sionals while the higher education- 
al ‘establishments will graduate 
1,214 people, experts in various 
fields, in the same period. An in- 
creasing amount of literature— 
political, economic, belles _ lettres, 
and school textbooks—is published 
from year to year. The demand 
for literature is exceedingly great. 
The number of periodicals is con- 
stantly increasing. Our literary 
forces united in the Writers’ Union 
of the Mongolian People’s Repub- 
lic are growing steadily stronger. 

All this is striking proof of the 
remarkable progress of our culture, 
national in form and revolutionary 
in content. 

Our people, led by their party 
and their great leader Comrade 
Choibalsan, receiving all-round 
assistance from the fraternal Sov- 
iet Union, will continue to forge 
ahead on the cultural front, ad- 
vancing confidently toward So- 
cialism.
